The snowslide swept two miles 
down the gulch before it over- 
whelmed the little mining camp at 
the mountain base.

Each year Swift & Co., one of the big pack- 
prs of Chicago, publishes a yearbook through 
which its 46,000 stockholders are advised of 
the operations of the preceding year.

-Bake 
in a quick oven twelve minutes or 
until well browned. This quantity 
should make four individual por- 
tions if the directions are followed. 
When the shortcake is baked re- 
move from the oven, insert a sil- 
ver knife carefully in at the edge of 
each just enough to allow you to 
break the biscuits open easily, place 
some of the berries and juice on the 
lower half which has been put on a 
plate, return the top of the short- 
cake, cover with berries and juice, 
and garnish with whipped cream.

much pep, ginger, and ambition as 
they would otherwise have. But 
they are not of great importance 


Hookworm infestation is gradu- 
ally acquired and gradually lost. A 
| child gets a moderate dose and does 
nothing about it. Hie does not 
| change the toilet arrangements of 
|his home, nor his source of water 
'and food: he continues to go bare- 
| footed and he does not take treat- 
|} ment for hookworm. In conse- 
| quence, year by year he becomes in- 
creasingly infested. 

On the other hand, rather regard- 
less of the way he lives, when he 
gets to be about 14 years old he 
begins to overcome his worms. By 
the time he is 20 years old he has 
reduced the number he carries until 
he is classed as one with a very 


light infestation, or somewhere 
thereabouts. 
Negro children are naturally 


more resistant to infection. They 
overcome it or hold it in check at 
8 years of age as well as a white 
child does at 16. 

So much for the difference in per- 
sonal health. Now for a difference 
from the group standpoint.
